ROBERT P. BERGMAN BECOMES THE FIFTH DIRECTOR OF THE CLEVELAND 
MUSEUM OF ART ON JULY 1, 1993 

Robert P. Bergman today assumes the post of director of The Cleveland Museum of Art, succeed- 
ing Evan Hopkins Turner, who is retiring after ten years as director. Dr. Bergman will be the fifth 
director in the history of the Museum, which opened to the public in 1916 and has become one of 
the most distinguished comprehensive art museums in the United States. 

Dr. Bergman has been director of the Walters Art Gallery in Baltimore, Maryland, since 
1981, serving concurrently as an adjunct professor of art history at Johns Hopkins University. 
From 1976 to 1981 he was an associate professor in the department of fine arts and director of 
graduate programs at Harvard University, and from 1972 to 1976 he taught at Princeton Univer- 
sity as an assistant professor in the department of art and archaeology. He began his teaching 
career as an assistant professor in fine arts at the University of Rochester. 

Dr. Bergman graduated with honors from Rutgers University in 1966, earning membership in 
Phi Beta Kappa and High Distinction in Art and being named a Henry Rutgers Scholar. He 
earned advanced degrees from Princeton, the M.F.A. in 1969 and the Ph.D. in 1972. During his 
graduate studies he was a National Defense Education Act Fellow, a Fulbright Fellow, and a 
Junior Fellow at the Dumbarton Oaks Center for Byzantine Studies. In the years since, he has 
won the Rome Prize of the American Academy in Rome and was awarded a John Simon 
Guggenheim Foundation Fellowship. 

He was president of the Association of An Museum Directors in 1992-93, currently chairs the 
American Arts Alliance, and is a member of the Society of Architectural Historians, Medieval 
Academy of America, United States National Committee for Byzantine Studies, and numerous 
other arts organizations. His extensive civic activities have included committee chairmanship of 
the African/ American Curriculum Task Force of the Baltimore Public Schools, membership in 
the Public Policy Council of the Greater Baltimore Committee, Inc., and participation in the Citi- 
zens Advisory Board for Baltimore’s Downtown Master Plan. He publishes and lectures widely, 
especially in his academic specialty of Byzantine studies and on the role of the arts in society. 
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
